BOSTON, Nov. 4 (AP)—Secre- 
tary of Labor Maurice J. Tobin 
said today one of the first things 
placed before the new Congress 
would be the writing of a new la- 
bor law—‘“‘fair to both workers and 
management” — to replace the 
Taft-Hartley law. 

Tobin said in an interview with 
Dow Jones he could not be spe- 
cific at this time, but: “Such ac- 
tion definitely will be one of the 
first things to be taken up so far 
as my own recommendations are 
concerned, 

“I also think I accurately re- 
flect President Truman’s views in 
saying this will be one of the most 
important recommendations in his 
January message to Congress.”

A drop of 75 cents to $1 a hun- 
dred pounds in the hog market 
today at National Stock Yards 
brought predictions of a corre- 
sponding reduction in the retail.

WHOLESALE PRICES 
DROP FOR WEEK; 
FOOD COSTS DOWN 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP)— 
Wholesale prices dropped nine- 
tenths of 1 per cent in the week 
ended Oct. 30, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported today. 

Lower prices for fresh meats, 
dairy products and livestock were 
chiefly responsible for the decline 
to 163.8 per cent of the 1926 aver- 
age. The new index was 2 per 
cent below four weeks ago and 
4.1 per cent above the correspond- 
ing week of last year. Farm prod- 
ucts declined 1.7 per cent in the 
week to a level 3.1 per cent below 
four weeks ago and 3.7 per cent 
below a year ago. 

Average food prices declined 2.2 
per cent in the week, and were 
4.9 per cent below four weeks ago. 
Prices of bacon, fresh beef, lamb, 
mutton, veal, pork loins, butter 
and cheese were lower. 

The bureau will start fits new 
weekly wholesale price index on 
Nov. 19, discontinuing the present 
weekly index based on prices of 
about 900 commodities.

LONDON, Nov, 4 (UP) — Miss

the Taft-Hartley Act. The most

To get rid of some parts of the |

These functions are to prepare 
plans for industrial mobilization 
and to eliminate overlapping facili- 
ties in the three services. 

A vast amount of research, tabu- 


lation and preparation has gone 
into the industrial mobilization 
plan. Elimination of overlaps has 
proceeded in several ways; partly 
through the services concerned, 
with the Munitions Board acting 
only as a “catalyst of co-ordina- 
tion”; and partly in close associa- 
tion with the Research and De- 
velopment Board within the na- 
tional military establishment, and 
with the National Security Re- 
sources Board outside the estab- 
lishment. 

The Munitions Board, headed 
since Sept. 22 by Donald F. Car- 
penter, former vice president of 
the Remingtan Atms Co., has.tw»> 
general approaches to the national 
industrial mobilization problem, 
based on big and small business 
needs. Its dealings with General 
Motors may be taken as charac- 
teristic of its method with the big 
businesses, 

Capacity Allocated. 

Representatives of the Munitions 
Board meet the General Motors 
men and review their production 
capacity. Then, acting along lires 
suggested by the G. M. people who 
are in best position to judge, they 
allocate blocks of productive ca- 
pacity to the various services-- 
for example, Allison engines to the 
Air Force—in the event of war. 

In any block thus allocated the 
service in question will have full 
responsibility in wartime. [his 
would eliminate the difficulty

Pilot Orders Not Planned. 


There is no question of putting 
pilot orders with these plants— 
almost all are going full blast on 
civilian goods, The idea is to give 
them a general idea of the type 
of product they would be expected 
to turn out in wartime. Munitions 
Board people point out very 
cogently in this regard that it is 
highly important to stockpile raw 
materials of the type and quality 
to which industry has been ac- 
customed. 

Definite orders are being placed 
with mackine tool makers for 
certain types of basic machine 
tools, which will always be neces- 
sary in war production. This is 
possible because the machine tool 
industry is. not at present over- 
burdened with orders. 

A guide on industry-military 
procurement planning issued by 
the Munitions Board last June 
emphasized that “plants as such 
are not to be allocated; alloca- 
tion is made only of productive 
capacity to produce a specified 
item at a specified rate of pro- 
duction.”

Had the presidency alone been at stake in 
Tuesday’s voting, it might have been held— 
in view of the relative narrowness of Mr. Tru- 
man’s victory—that he had not been given too 
clear a mandate by the electorate. 
But since the President had so strongly con- 


demned the 80th Congress, and because that 


Congress was so sharply repudiated, there can 
be few doubts about what the majority of the 


- voters really want. 


The election of ‘23 Democratic Senators and 
only 9 Republican surely makes this clear. 
So does the election of 260 Democrats to the 
House—42 more than needed for its control. 
and 86 more than the Republican total. These 


_ results constitute a mandate for Mr. Truman’s 


legislative program. 

This is strengthened by the election of such 
progressives as Douglas of Illinois, Humphrey 
of Minnesota, Kefauver of Tennessee, Neely of 
West Virginia, Johnson of Texas, and Hunt 
of Wyoming. It is stressed by the defeat of 
such Senators as Brooks of Illinois, Buck of 
Delaware, and Revercomb of West Virginia. 
Examination of the 435 races for House seats 
yields a similar conclusion. 

| * * * 


What, then, are the measures expected of 
these men? And what are the chances that they 
will meet the expectations? 

Mr. Truman and most of his congressional 
supporters promised repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
Act. No doubt, this won them many of their 
votes, and they will move to make good the 
promise. It is to be hoped, however, that they 
will amend this law instead of wiping it out. 
Experience under it has revealed some weak- 
nesses. These include violation of the freedom 
of the labor press and the possibility of NLRB 
rulings which in effect require a striker to 
abandon his status as an employe in order to 
walk out. 

In trying to redress the unbalance of the 
Wagner Act, the last Congress carried some 
provisions to the other side of the road. There 
will be no fair-minded protest if they are 
brought baek to the middle. But the 81st Con- 
gress ought not to go beyond that.

There is even broader agreement on the need 
for housing subsidies, inflation controls, the 
extension of Social Security, an increase in the 
minimum wage, continuance of farm price sup- 
ports, and the strengthening of the anti-trust 
laws. Questions arising in these fields will be 
less concerned with objectives than with meth- 
ods and amounts. For example, should a modi- 
fied OPA be created or should other devices 
be used to curb prices? 

The next Congress will have an opportunity 
to distinguish itself by taking a prudent, well- 
studied approach to these problems, instead of 
adopting pell-mell the first panaceas proposed. 
No mandate is honored by compounding 4a quack 
remedy overnight. 

The drafting of a health insurance program 
may well bring on classic debates. The latest 
statistics on draft rejections again show that 
something must be done to make adequate 
medical care, preventive as well as curative, 
available to all the people. The Fishbein lobby— 
those doctors who believe that medical care is 
like a limousine, only for those who can afford 
it—can be exfiected to vociferate. It is to be 
hoped, however, that the Congress will have 
the help of the majority of the profession, doc- 
tors who realize even better than laymen the 
gravity of this-problem. With such help, sound 
progress can be made. 

. . * 

The most controversial of all items on Mr. 
Truman’s list is civil rights legislation. It would 
be the part of wisdom to postpone considera- 
tion of this until other major work has been 
completed. Undoubtedly, it will be the most 
severe test of the Congress. 

It will demonstrate that there are Bourbons 
left in the Senate. It is almost sure to bring 
men like McKellar of Tennessee, George of 
Georgia, Ellender of Louisiana, Eastland of Mis- 
sissippi, Thomas of Oklahoma, Byrd of Virginia, 
Hoey of North Carolina, and Johnston of South 
Carolina out of their seats. And they might 
have the help of a McCarran of Nevada, or a 
Tydings of Maryland. 

This is an ominous filibustering chorus which 
could nullify the Administration’s 12-vote margin 
in the Senate. There is a good chance, however, 
that it may be curbed by cloture with the help 
of such liberal Republicans as Tobey of New 
Hampshire, Morse of Oregon, Ivés of New York, 
Aiken of Vermont, and a few more. 

Perhaps because of an unwillingness to stray 
too far from their party’s line while a presiden- 
tial campaign was in the offing, these men were 
less effective in the 80th Congress fhan had 
been expected. They will have new opportuni- 
ties in the 8lst. . 

On the negative side, two probabilities sug- 
gest themselves. The attempt to give away the 
nation’s tideland oil reserves is not likely to be 
revived. And a diminution of strident smear 
investigations may be expected. Since the 
Communists were in the Wallace camp, the 
Democrats will be able to take a sane attitude 
toward loyalty and un-American activities with- 
out being accused of paying off political debts. 


This alone should help Congress to regain 
some of its lost dignity.

‘One of the things the 8ist Congress should 
be certain to do is to draw up afd submit an 
amendment doing away with the Electoral Col- 
lege, lock, stock and barrel. Then the amend- 
ment should be ratified by at least three-fourths 
of the states and become a part of the Consti- 
tution. 

For most of the election night and much of 
the next day it was not known whether or not 
the Electoral College might go against the will 
of the American people. It was possible that 
either President Truman or Gov. Dewey might 
receive a majority of the popular vote without 
receiving a majority. of the electoral vote. Then 
it appeared for a while as if the choice might 
be thrown into the House of Representatives 
for a decision because of failure of any nominee 
to receive an electoral majority. | 

There is little consolation and no safety in 
the fact that neither of these situations devel- 
oped. Each has come about in the past and 
each could happen ‘again. In 1888 Cleveland 
received a popular majority of 100,000 over 
Benjamin Harrison. Yet because of the way 
these votes were distributed, Cleveland fafled 
to win an electoral majority. What made this 
possible is the fact that the block of votes of a 
large state goes to a nominee whether he car- 
ries it by a majority of 1 or 1,000,000. 

In 1876, Tilden, like Cleveland, a Democrat, 
received a quarter million more votes than the 
Republican, Hayes. But a bitter contest de- 
veloped over approved and unapproved electors. 
As a result, the controversy was heard by a 
special commission, including a Republican Su- 
preme Court Judge, whose single vote gave the 
presidency to Hayes, 185-184. This Judge 
tipped the scales in a commission set up to 
decide the validity of disputed electoral votes 
in several Southern states. 

In 1824 Andrew Jackson led a field of four 
in popular votes, However, because he did not 
have an electoral majority, the race went to 
the House of Representatives. There John 
Quincy Adams, who had only about two-thirds 
as many popular votes as Jackson, received the 
electoral majority. and became President. 

This objection should be enough in itself to 
cause the American people to take this fifth 
wheel out of their government. However, there 
are other strong reasons for removing it. The 
Electoral College represented an outmoded phil- 
osophy of government. Still another objection 
is that it invites appeals on narrow racial or 
religious or class grounds to particular groups 
in close states. 

Representative Gossett and Senator Lodge 
have been trying to awaken interest in a resolu- 
tion which would retain the electoral college 
but pro-rate its vote. The Post-Dispatch be- 
lieves the electoral college should be eliminated 
outright and would prefer to see no part of it 
kept.

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Spoiled by the Hucksters 

An inherent advantage of radio—its ability to 
publish the news ‘immediately—was demon- 
strated again on election night. The networks 
got the returns on the air fast, with compara- 
tively little confusion and few errors. Unfortu- 
nately, this good reporting of the historic elec- 
tion was partly spoiled by excessive and ob- 
noxious commercialism. 

Rival automobile makers and dealers spon- 
sored the A.B.C., C.B.S. and N.B.C. broadcasts. 
Election broadcasts cost great amounts of 
money, and it is proper to finance them by ad- 
vertising. All three networks, however, let the 
advertisers abuse their privilege. Sales talks 
were too long and too frequént. Worse, they 
were full of cheap tricks to “key” the com- 
mercial to the news, like sandwiching sales fig- 
ures into announcements of the vote. One spon- 
sor said that Dewey was leading in Nebraska 
but the sponsor’s car had. always led in 
Nebraska. The others rang the changes on this 
same brassy formula. 3 

Newspapers have sins of their own to answer 
for, but the most commercially greedy of them 
would not dream of letting advertisers intrude 
into news stories. Because radio is still letting 
them do it, its otherwise workmanlike job Tues- 
day night was marred by bad taste. 

It is doubtful that the plug-uglies sold any 
car that would not have been snapped up any- 
how. It is more than doubtful that the networks 
had to tolerate plug-uglies to obtain sponsors. 
Rebukes are in order from the FCC and the 
listening public.

Best hope of order in the world is to establish a multiple “balance 
of. power” to replace present dangerous rivalry of Russia and 
U. S.; writer says; first chance for another great center of strength 


: lies in European federation; says freedom consists in equilibrium. 


DeWitt C. Poole, Diplomat and Historian, in Life 


Events move toward some tighter organi- 
zation of the world. What kind of world is 
it going to be? Will it be our kind of 
world? What is our kind of world? 


The first specification for our kind of 
world is not peace but freedom. Next after 
freedom comes justice, for large numbers 
can enjoy freedom only in a frame of 
order, Peace comes third. Peace we need 
and yearn for, but peace comes third, be- 
cause, if freedom and justice lack, we shall 
not ourselves be peaceful. 


Freedom is to be nad in only one kind of 
world. That is a world in which power is 
widely distributed and balanced, 


A simple balance, like the present one 
between the United States and Russia 
(alias: two armed camps) does not serve 
freedom or justice or peace; it is dangerous 
and unstable. If a new complex balance 
does not soon replace the present simple 
confrontation, world empire will ensue and 
freedom be destroyed. Even if it is an 
American empire, freedom will be de- 
stroyed, . 


Setting the Standard 


A world of complex balance of power is 
for us the familiar world in which we feel 
at home. This world began with the Ren- 
aissance 500 years ago. 

Concretely the United States must work 
to have alongside of the U.S.A. and the 
U.S.8.R. six or eight centers of power com- 
parable to them in weight and independent 
of them both, The standard of power is 
set by the United States and Russia. We 
could not reduce these power centers if we 
would, The other power centers (1.6 billion 
people are in question) must be brought up 
toward the American-Rusgsian level. This 
is neither easy nor impossible, 

The practical means is federation. First, 
federation in Europe. Next, China. The 
United States needs and desires a strong 
China, independent of other world powers. 
Russia seeks a manageable China. As be- 
tween Communists and Nationalists in 
China, only the Nationalists can create—if 
either can create—a strong and indepen- 
dent China. : 

Now free, India becomes important in 
the international balance. When India’s 
wounds heal and she proceeds through the 
next stages of industrialization, she wil] be 
compelled toward federal unity in order to 
protect the independence of her parts. The 
United States should favor and car. help in 
this process, 


Ten Possible Power Centers 


Similarly we can and should encourage 
the renascence of the Moslem world, In 
Indonesia, also predominantly Moslem, the 
old colonial system isin agony, as also in 
Indo-China, : The - United States should as- 
sist the realization of an Indonesian federal 


. state... 


The British are now in thé process-of 
erecting their main overseas bastion in 
Africa, It is imperative that the United 
States help the British make themselves 
again a power more nearly equaling the 
‘United States and Russia. The British com- 
mand an important physical position. They 
are for us indispensable co-workers. 

In sum, then, adding federative possibili- 


ties to existing powers, we come out with a 
total possibility of some 10 power centers. 


The cultural imperialism of Communist 
Russia, which seeks to dominate the world, 
is specifically an attack upon the West. 
Western capitalism is not the only answer 
to Marxism nor even the best one. The 
best one is a variety of political and eco- 
nomic theories which wil] lose Marxism in 
a glorious shuffle. 

Complex balance of power means a bal- 
ance of ideas as well as of armies. Thus 
understood, complex balance of power be- 
comes the parent of a new world com- 
munity of outlook and a new frame of 
justice. 


Compact and Explosive 


In the foreign policy of the United States, 
balance of power has alternated with neu- 
trality as a determinant of action. The 
preferred position, naturally, has been neu- 
trality; but whenever imperialists or a¢ -en- 
turers have so far upset the general bal- 
ance as to menace freedom, the American 
people have stood ready to intervene or 
have intervened. 


World War II confronted the people of 
the United States once more with the 
dilemma of neutrality and their own proper 
interest in the fate of Europe. President 
F.. D, Roosevelt never openly invoked the 
principle of the balance of power. How- 
ever, during 1944 the Saturday Evening 
Post published articles by Forrest Davis 
based on talks with President Roosevelt. 


The followiftg passage is in point: “Our 
historic interest, like England’s, has de- 
manded a European balance of power 
wherein no single nation commands all the 
Continent’s resources and manpower to our 
potential disadvantage. Stripped to the 
bare essentials, we fought-in 1917 and are 
fighting now to prevent the mastery of Eu- 
rope by one aggressive power.” 

In each war we took up the final cha)- 
lenge and spent our blood and treasure in a 
cause which (as Gladstone once said of 
England) was not immediately our own. 


The world today is far more compact and 
explosive than it was in 1941. In order to 
survive, we must advance consciously, with- 


_ out more delay, from the purely defensive

our historic quest for freedom through 

balance of power.

The Wintry Hell 


STALINGRAD, by Theodor Plievier. (Appleten-Century- 

Crofts, Inc., 357 Pages, $3.00.) 

All the suffering, horror and hel] of the 
wintry battle of Stalingrad are laid bare in 
this powerful novel. A stark spirit of freez- 
ing misery and despairing hopelessness 
hovers over every chapter, with many of 
the details presented with an effect that 
outdoes Zola. In drawing up this impla- 
cable indictment of war, Plievier has writ- 
ten clumsily at times but always ef- 
fectively, 


Although his book is divided into count- 
less little episodes and has dozens of char- 
acters whom the reader scarcely gets to 
know, it is cleverly balanced by the mass 
effect of panoramas: the “gray mass” of 
thousands of marching men flowing over 
the dreary landscape “like a thick gruel,” 
shuffling on with frozen feet or toes, some 
without ears, some without toes, “and it 
was exceptional if a hand reached out to 
steady a stumbling comrade. .. . altogether 
out of question that a last crust of bread 
would be shared.” 


' The author, a 60-year-old refugee first 
from Germany and now from Russia, got 
his material by visits to the active battle- 
field, interviews with prisoners, and read- 
ing of diaries and letters of the dead. With 
this material he has done so well that his 
book comes closer to factual reporting than 
to fiction. In this respect it resembles “The 
Kaiser’s Coolies,” a novel Plievier wrote in 
1931 dealing with the disintegration of the 
German navy in World War I. 
e . . 


From the mass of Gen. Von Paulus’ 330,- 
000 troops, surrounded in the snowy steppes 
between the Don and the Volga, the author 
picks out privates, officers and generals to 
put under the microscope as cells in the 
“organism which was writhing in its death 
throes.” Giving them faces, names and 
“case histories,” he portrays realistically 
their reactions in the frozen hell that swal- 
lows most of them. — 


The two principal characters, Gen Vils- 
hoven, a professional soldier dating from 
World War I, and Sergeant Gnothe, a 
grave digger in a disciplinary battalion, 

are brought together 
near the end by a 
spirit of humanism. 
In the final scenes, 
some fight on to the 
bitter end, many 
commit suicide, exe- 
cution squads go on 
killing looters, de- 
serters and shirkers, 
disaffection grows as 
more and more offi- 
cers and men ques- 
tion the Nazi crim- 
inality that has 
consigned them to 
death in a hopeless 
battle. If, as the pub- 
lishers assert, this novel has sold a million 
copies in Europe, it should sell that many 
in this country.

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Some for Continuing 
Fight on Civil Rights 
Program—Others Want 
to Be Regular. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 4 (UP)— 
States’ Rights Democrats, with 38 
electoral votes from four states in 
their pockets, wondered today 
which way to turn, 

Some wanted to go ahead with 
the States’ Rights movement, which 
failed utterly to sidetrack Presi- 
dent Truman’s drive to smashing 
victory in Tuesday's election. 


There were signs that others in 
the rebellious party would like to 
turn back and be “regular” Demo- 
crats again. 

In any case, the national party 
organization was almost sure to 
do some serious thinking before 
deciding who to recognize as the 
real Democrats in South Carolina, 
Alabama, Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana. Those states delivered their 
vote to States’ Rights candidate J. 
Strom Thurmond. 

Thurmond Wires Truman. 

Thurmond himself wished the 
President well in a telegram and 
then remarked that, after all, the 
civil rights rebellion was only “a 
fight within our own party.” 

The South Carolina Governor 
said the States’ Rights movement 
would continue, but insisted he is 
still a Democrat, just like all the 
other States’ Righters. 

He reaffirmed his allegiance to 
the South Carolina Democratic 
party which he said would not be 
“dictated to” by National Demo- 
cratic Chairman J. Howard Mc- 
Grath. 

Thurmond declared: “The mem- 
bers of the Democratic party of 
South Carolina operate our own 
Democratic party. . . . Our party 
is not directed by Mr. McGrath 
nor will it take dictation from 
him.” 

McGrath recently recognized a 
pro-Truman group of Democrats 
in the state as the “official Demo- 
cratic party of South Carolina.” 

In Mississippi, Thurmond’s run- 
ning mate, Gov. Fielding L. 
Wright, made no statement.

URGES FARM LOANS 
FOR FEEDING ANIMALS 


Ralston Purina Head Says 
Banks Are Overlooking 
Profitable Business.

Donald Danforth, president of | 


Ralston Purina Co., told a group 
of bank correspondents of the 
First National Bank in St. Louis 
today that they were overlooking 


a source of profitable business by 
failing to make loans to farmers 
for the maintenance and feeding 
of animals. 

| Speaking at a luncheon meeting 
at Hotel Jefferson, Danforth de- 
clared his company, a feed manu- 
facturing firm, and “many others 
in the ayriculture business are be- 
ing forced against our will and 
better judgment to become money 
lenders,” 

He said these firms have gone 
into many local communities to 
finance feed dealers and feetlers, 
and asserted: “Frankly, we don’t 
like it—and we don’t think you 
should welcome it either.” 

Bankers, Danforth continued, 
have been making loans on farm 
lands, for farm machinery and for 
| meking crops, but few are actively 
‘soliciting feed loans although 
'farmers need this type of credit 
'as well as crop loans. He said 
feed manufacturers, who began 
| providing feed loans as a “defense 
measure to sell] their products,” 
found this method -both safe and 
profitable. He pointed out his com- 
'pany had net bad debt loses of 
only $13,438 on feeder loans of 
| $24.954,516 made from 1941 through 
| 1947.

Wayne plays the ornery cuss with a good deal of realism, 
and is ably seconded by Montgomery Clift, recruited from the 
stage, as the foster son, Clift more resembles Sinatra ,than 
the usual Western hero in build, but supplies a little thing 
called acting ability in compensation. His soft-spoken, wispy 
gun-fighter manages to be surprisingly human in a role which 
could easily have been suffocated with the usual theatrical 
bravado. There are some sharply etched cowboy characteriza- 
tions. A girl, Joanne Dru, is pulled into the story by the

fused mentalist. 


More Dickens 
Although the English version -of Charles Dickens’s 
“NICHOLA:s NICKLEBY,” opening at the ART Saturday is 
not another “Great Expectations,” it hag been expertly han- 
dled in the spirit of the novelist, with meticulous attention 
to the wealth of characterization. It is 
absorbing enough, but we must confess we 
find one Dickens story very much like an- 
other, with black scoundrels and sly rascals 
alternating with jolly, friendly souls and 
sweet, simple ladies in the hero’s experiences.

Fix It Yourself

Dirt and Warm Air Furnaces. 


Cine systems both have a tend- 

ency to get dirty. Children like 
to hold on to the dirt they collect, 
but a warm air furnace likes to 
share it with you, your home and 
anything else that might get in 
the way. 

The dirt that a warm air heat- 
ing system tosses up through the 
registers does not come directly 
from the fire. If it did, you would 
be in the market for a new house. 
What happens is that the dirt and 
dust from the furnace gets into the 
basement and then is drawn into 
the air chambers of the furnace. 
After this it’s just a matter of 
time before it gets in your hair. 

Now modern warm air heating 
systems are provided with filters 
and these remove any dirt from 
the air before it has much of a 
chance to do any harm, In time 
these filters will get so dirty that 
they must be either washed or re- 
placed. 

Older type plants don’t have any 
filters and this makes things 
tough. One way to keep things 
clean upstairs is to make sure that 
the basement is free of dust, dirt 
and ashes. Another trick is to 


remove the room registers and | 


lace a piece of cheesecloth be- 
Pind it. Set the register back in 
Place and the cloth will catch the 
dirt, Wash or replace the cheese 
cloth when necessary. 


Creamed Brussels Sprouts 


Ingredients: One quart brussels 
sprouts, one-half cup boiling wa- 
ter, one-fourth teaspoon . salt, 
Cream sauce: Milk. (enough to 
make two cups combined with 
liquid drained from cooked 
sprouts), three tablespoons butter 
or margarine, three tablespoons 
aE gr all-purpose flour, one- 

f teaspoon salt, dash of white 
pepper. 

Method: Remove any discolored 
or wilted leaves from brussels 
sprouts and cut off heavy core- 
like end. Soak in salted coid 
water for about one-half hour. 
‘Drain and put in a -medium-sized 
s@ucepan with the boiling water 


and one-fourth teaspoon § salt. 
Bring to a boil rapidly, cover and 
cook until sprouts are tender, 
about 10 minutcs. Drain well, re- 
serving liquid. Make cream sauce 
by melting butter or margarine in 
a small saucepan over low heat; 
add the fidur, salt. and pepper 
and blend well. Add a few table- 
spoons of the combined milk and 
vegetable liquid, and blend until 
smooth; add remaining liquid, and 
cook over moderate heat stirring 


constantly, until thickened and 
‘bubbly. 


Continue to boil and stir 
for two more minutes so flour will 
be completely cooked. Pour sauce » 
over drained brussels sprouts, re- 
heat. carefully if necessary and 
serve. Six servings.

I hadn’t known till then just how 
much I had missed that yelping 
little Scottie. We played noisily 
for the better part of an hour, 
When Hunt and Moaney,. the or- 
derlies, came out of the kitchen to 
say “hello,” they complained that 
Telek wasn’t house-broken. I 
snorted. “You’re just too nice to 
him. You've spoiled him rotten— 
I had that dog well-trained before 
you great big tough soldiers got 
your hands on him!” (By the time 
Gen. Marshall arrived in the mid- 
die of January, Telek was so un- 
disciplined and disrespectful to 
rank that he piddled twice on 
Ike’s bed, while two of the world’s 
greatest disciplinarians stood by 
helplessly.) 

As usual, Gen. Eisenhower had 
chosen a house more appropriate 
for a captain than the Allied com- 
mander.

It soon was evident, how- 
ever, that the only female guests 
would be those capable of super- 
stenographic work.

ITH Churchill’s arrival, 

General Eisenhower was 

talked into a luncheon to 
end all luncheons. The guest 
list was enough to terrify any 
Foreign Office veteran, let 
alone a ceremony-hating sol- 
dier like General Eisenhower. 
“I’m going to get myself into 
a real mess, Kay,” the General 
remarked beforehand. “I’m 
militarily and politically out- 
ranked by half my guests!” 
Seeing that guest list, I real- 
ized what he meant: the Prime 
Minister of the British Em- 
pire, General de Gaulle, Ad- 
miral Cunningham, Sir Alex- 
ander Cadogan, General Gi- 
raud, Messrs. Murphy and Mac- 
millan, General Anderson, Sir 


Alan Brooke, Nogues, Peyrou- 
ton and Boisson. 

But Butch, the General, and 
Colonel Holmes, the _ striped- 
pants authority, managed to 
work it out with sheer genius. 
Mr. Churchill was made joint 
host with General Eisenhower, 
which solved the biggest prob- 
lem of all. General de Gaulle 
was placed to the right of the 
Prime Minister, who, after all, 
had been working very closely 
with the Free French in Lon- 
don; Ike was flanked by Gen- 
eral Giraud, with whom he 
was more intimate, compara- 
tively.

“Eisenhower.” In retaining this 
formality Gen. Marshall was in 
character. He always greeted me 
immediately and shook hands in 
outward cordiality, yet I never 
could quite overcome what 
amounted to a touch of fear of 
him. Perhaps it was because of 
his military bearing, his careful 
speech, his somewhat fatherly at- 
titude toward Gen. Eisenhower; 
perhaps it was because Gen. Mar- 
shall was my boss’s boss. Regard- 
less, even though I came to know 
him quite well in the months and 
years ahead, I felt there was an 
untouchable barrier, a barrier un- 
equaled among all the scores of 
celebrated persons I met during 
the war.

Obviously, six spades 
was a good contract for the com- 
bined hands. 

West opened the heart king. 
The ace won and declarer ruffed 
a heart in order to lead a diamond 
toward dummy. The finesse suc- 
ceeded and now, hoping to estab- 
lish long diamonds, declarer 
cashed the diamond ace and ruffed 
a third round with a high trump. 

The 3-3 break of diamonds made | 
everything look very rosy indeed, 
but when South laid down the 
spade ace and West discarded a 
heart, it became evident that dum- 
my’s spade queen could not be 
used as a final entry for the run- 
ning of diamonds. So the only 
alternative was to ruff losirig 
clubs in the dummy. To that end, 
South cashed the club ace and led 
a low club. 

The defenders were not slow to 
“hop on” South’s error! East over- 
took his partner’s club eight with 
the nine and promptly returned 
his top trump. Now South-could 
ruff only one club in the dummy, 
and as a consequence went down 
a trick. 

It was a little strange that 
South did not lead a trump to his 
own hand at the second trick, in- 
stead of ruffing a heart, and had 
he done so, he would have had 
earlier news of the trump break. 
This, however, was not important 
The fatal error was in leading the 
ace and a low club from the closed 
hand! The proper second club 
lead was the queen, so that if 
West had the club king (as he 
should have for his bid), the de- 
fenders would not find it possible 
to take a second trump out of 
dummy. This would have made it 
easy for South to ruff two clubs.
